The Senate m e t a t 10 a . m.. President Mausfield 
in the chair. Roll called. Quorum present. Journal 
of the laat meeting read and corrected. 
Mr. J ohn so n moved to reconsid.r the vote where­ 
by S. 11 272 had passed. 
Mr. Dickinson m oved th a t the m otion to recon­ 
sider be laid on the table. 
The motion prevailed by a voto of 21 to S. 
Mr. Skars—I rise to \ question of privilege. This 
action taken by two Senators this morning is some­ 
thing I never witnessed before in this Senate. The 
journal has hardly been read and approved wheu 
they jump up and make this motion, and then the 
other to lay f»n the table. 
It shows a concocted 
scheme, which they were afraid uhould come to a 
vote of this Senate, where this matter might be dis­ 
cussed or explained. 
Mr. J o h n so n—I rise t> a point of order. That is 
not a question of privilege. 
It is a mere complaint. 
Mr. 8 EARS—I am not surprised----- 
Mr. J o h n s s — I ask for a ruling on the point of 
orde *. 
’i he Prwidint The Chair will rule that the Sen­ 
ator must proceed in order. His remark was not 
strictly in order. 
M r. S k a r h—C o m m o n c o u rte s y w o u ld re q u ire th a t 
w h e n a .S en ato r g iv es n o tic e o f a m o tio n to re c o n ­ 
s id e r, t h a t h e c e rta in ly sh o u ld — 
• 
M r. J o h n so n— I ris e to a n o th e r p o in t o f o r d e r — 
th a t t h a t is n o t a question of p riv ile g e . 
Mr. S e a r s—I a m co m in g to th a t. 
The President—The 8* n&tor may be stating his 
general proposition—on what it is based. In that 
case he has the right to proceed. 
Mr. S e a r s- I should think they would be ashamed 
to have this exposed to the common light 
Mr. Johnson—Now I respectfully a?k the Presi­ 
dent of this Senate to have the Senator proceed in 
order. 
The P r e s i d e n t — The Chair has ruled that the Sen­ 
ator must proceed in order. 
Mr. J o h >son -B ut he don’t obey the order of the 
Chair. 
Mr. Sears—it is a rule of parliamentary usage, 
and has been so far during this Senate, while 1 have 
been a member of it, that common, ordinary cour­ 
tesy, that common decency would require that where 
a Senator gives notice of a motion to reconsider, that 
he certainly should have had one moment’s time to 
have made a motion himself, after giving notice. 
That privilege has been accorded in other instances, 
and 1 desire to ----- 
Mr J o h n so n— I again rise to a jioiut of order -that 
that is not a question of privilege. A question of 
privilege is something that concerns a person that he 
speaks of as a privilege, and he has no right under 
the thin guise ui that question of privilege to assail 
his brother Senators, not one of whom is at all 
afraid to meet the Senator, and I rise to the point of 
order, that that is not a question of privilege. 
T h e P r e s id e n t— If the Senator rises to state that 
rules of the Senate have been disregarded in any 
motion or action, he has a right to state it. 
Mr. J o h n so n—Do 1 understand the Chair to rule 
that he is in order? 
The P r e s i d e n t — So far he is in order. 
Mr. J o hn so n 
Then I hope the Chair will remem­ 
ber and keep up the same rule right through 
Mr. S e a r s—This is the first time during this 
session that the Chair has been called u|x>n to 
make such a ruling. Now, 1 was about to state 
when I was interrupted by the anxiety of the Sen­ 
ator from Sacramento, that a common courtesy in a 
parliamentary body like this would have required 
them to have waited until the ink was dry on the 
roll call in order to have given myself an oppor­ 
tunity of making this motion after the reading of 
the journal. 
V\ hy, the other day, when the gentle­ 
man gave notice to reconsider the Debris Act, he 
had a half day to make his motion, and no one took 
any 
advantage of 
it.

members to scheme together, and the instant that 
the journal is read to rise in their places and make 
this motion. Shame upon thqm for concocting such 
a scheme as this to violate the dignity and courtesy 
of this Senate. 
I care nothing about this measure, 
so far as the actiou of the ttvo gentlemen are con­ 
cerned. 
I care nothing about it so far as the aetion 
of the Senate is concerned. It was its privilege to 
lay it on the table, after the motion was made ; but 
1 do claim that ordinary courtes} and decency re­ 
quired them to wait until the breath of the Secre­ 
tary had melted into air before they made this mo­ 
tion. 
It is plain upon its face that it was concocted 
behind the curtain—in the darkness of night, in 
order that their acts might uot be seen in the sun­ 
light. 
I denounce it as an indignity and as a dis­ 
courtesy upon the Senate and upon myself. 
Mr. W a t s o n moved to reconsider the vote by 
w hich the motion had been laid on the table. 
Ruled out of order by the Chair. 
Mr. Co n g er arose to a question of privilege, hut 
was decided out of order by the Chair. 
Mr. D ic k in so n— I rise to a question of privilege. 
I desire to say a few words in reply to the accusa­ 
tions made by the Senator from Marin, when he 
rose to a question of privilege and discussed the 
whole proposition. 
I desire to reply to his direct 
charges that this thing was a concocted scheme, be­ 
hind the curtain, under the cover of night, when no 
man was near 
That is the question of privilege to 
which I shall speak. 
I merely characterize the as 
certion t .tat this was a concerted scheme, concocted 
and prepared beforehand, as false. There is no 
truth in it. There is no more truth than there was 
in the innuendoes which he east out yesterday when 
this bill was under discussion, as to the reason why 
1 went to Sau Francisco on Saturday evening, and 1 
am sorry that * man of his age and of his experience 
will come upon the floor of the Senate chamber and 
use such low and insulting language. I refer to the 
language used yesterday, because I consider it be­ 
littling and beneath the dignity of any man upon 
this floor to use such language under the thin guise 
of a question of privilege, and I characterize every 
remark which he made upon the subject as abso­ 
lutely false. 
Mr. J o h n s o n also rose t o a question of privilege, 
and said he did not think it was right for the Sena­ 
tor from the Ninth to take up his light. 
He did not 
intend to make any reply to the Senator from Ma­ 
rin, as he was afraid he would resign if he spoke of 
Ilia language.

A minority of the committee recommended the 
indefinite postponement of A. B. 85. 
Mr. J o hn so n presented a memorial relative to 
General John A. Sutter, signed by members of the 
Pioneer Association. 
M r. C h e n e y in tro d u c e d th e fo llo w in g jo in t re s o lu ­ 
tio n : 
Resolved by the Senate, the Assembly concurring, 
That the Senate and Assembly will meet in joint 
convention on Friday, February ISth, at 12 m., in 
the Assembly chamber, for the purpose of electing 
five Trustees of the State Library, to take office 
after the expiration of the terms of the present in­ 
cumbents. 
On motion of Mr. J ohn son the resolution was 
adopted. 
Bills were introduced as follows :

Ciar» spoke adversely to the bill and in favor of re­ 
consideration, and P latt of San Francisco in favor 
of the bill. 
Mr. Mudgett said that since voting yesterday he 
had received information which had caused him to 
alter his mind, and that he should now' vote for a 
reconsideration. 
The roll was called on the motion to postpone in­ 
definitely, which was lost—ayes 32, noca 31. 
The House then refused to entertain the motion to 
reconsider, by a vote of 37 ayes to 32 noes—a consti­ 
tutional major'ty of 41 votes being required to order 
a reconsideration. 
The Committee on Mi'itary Affairs, by consent, 
reported back A. B. 227, to amend the Political 
Code, relative to the duties of Adjutant-General, 
recommending that it do pass. 
A m o tio n b y Mr. K ello gg, to t i k e u p S e n a te m e s ­ 
sa g e s, w as lost. 
The Assembly then, at 12:55, adjourned.

A recent circular from the Hawaiian 
Government says : 
This group of island* 
contains a comparatively large area of 
productive land still unbroken by tho 
plow. 
If the group were peopled as thickly 
as say the volcanic island of Mauritius, 
estimating on the basis of arable land in 
each only, it could support a population of 
nearly a million souls, whilst the actual 
population of the group to-day is about 
60,000 only, of which tho pure native pop­ 
ulation is uot over 44,000, and has been so 
far steadily decreasing. 
Mauna Loa continues quite active. 
The 
flow seems more difficult to reach than 
formerly. 
It is still quite brilliant. 
An Oahua correspondent says : 
Near to 
us on the equatorial islands are many 
thousand tons of phosphate guano, con­ 
taining too much carbonate of lime to 
warrant its shipment to Europe. 
Previous 
to the rebellion cargoes were annually 
shipped to Georgia for use in cotton agri­ 
culture. 
There are deposits on this island 
and the Koloa districts of Rauai that de­ 
serve notice, and may perhaps before long 
be of importance to the State.

only serves to illustrate the complete dis­ 
appearance of all the significance which 
at an earlier -period attached to petitions. 
T:ie plain truth is th at there has ceased to 
be any force or dignity in these documents. 
I t has been notorious for many years that 
there is absolutely nothing 60 foolish or 
w rm g-heaued or injudicious that numer­ 
ously signed petitions cannot be procured 
in favor of it. 
Men Hign these papers w ith­ 
out knowing or caring what they are doing. 
Nothing is easier than to fabricate signa­ 
tures to them by the thousands. No man’s 
name so attached has any reai meaning. 
The whole business of petitioning has, in 
fact, become obsoleto and useless, and 
neither the Legislature nor the public can 
ever tell from the presentation of such 
affairs whether there is any equity in the 
propositions they indorse. 
In the present 
case these people have signed a petition 
asking that the well-considered and legiti­ 
mately conducted process of a United 
States Court shall he annulled, and that 
loon who have been convicted of breaking

“ delight of both man and beast, their 
“ original purity. 
And the committee are 
“ satisfied that no assertion possesses less 
“ truth than that the mountain canyons 
“ are full of tailings which will yet cónie 
“ down and cover the valley, though hy- 
“ draulic mining were to immediately 
'• cease. 
It should be apparent to all that 
“ what the huge seething volume of water 
“ of the last fortnight failed to move out 
“ of the beds of the mountain streams and 
“ into the valleys below would not be 
“ moved from place hy lesser flood-waters 
“ yet to come; and common sense fails if it 
“ does not show th at the beds and hanks 
“ of our mountain streams are not cleared 
“ of mining rubbish to an extent that makes 
“ further abrasion of them practically im- 
“ possible.” 
The last sentence tangles up poor com­ 
mon sense terribly. 
We do not know what 
Mr. Cadwalader’s committee meant to say 
in it, but w hat they do say is in flat con­ 
tradiction to everything th at goes before ; 
for they assert th at the “ beds and banks 
“ of 
our 
mountain stream s” are not 
“ cleared of mining rubbish,” though they 
have just endeavored to maintain the con­ 
trary, 
This however is doubtless one of 
those slips which gentlemen unaccustomed 
to the expression of their thoughts in a 
literary form arc liable to. 
As to the main 
argument, we are very much afraid that 
Mr. Cadwalader’s committee has fallen 
into the lamentable though common error 
of putting “ common sense” above Science. 
We therefore wish to point out before the 
m atter goes any further th at this is not a 
question to be determined by the loudest 
assertions ; that it is a question which 
“ common se rse” is utterly incompetent to 
decide ; and th at it can only be settled hy 
scientific observation and experiment. 


It is a satisfaction to know th at John 
Jvoach and his subsidies have been thrown 
out of the U nited States Senate. 
The 
Brazilian mail subsidy proposition of a 
million a year was a scarcely disguised 
bonus to this steamship owner, and could 
have contributed nothing to the re-estab­ 
lishment of American mercantile shipping. 
The friends of free ships found an oppor­ 
tunity to make themselves heard when 
this audacious and irrational proposition 
came up, and the result was th at the sub­ 
sidy, which its promoters had thought safe, 
waa beaten with a gr-_at slaughter. 
Con­ 
gress has hitherto refused obstinately to 
repeal the mischievous navigation laws, or 
to adm it ship-building material free of 
duty, but since it will not allow the Amer­ 
ican people either to build ships for them ­ 
selves or to buy ships of foreigners, it is at 
least bound to refrain front robbing the 
taxpayers still further by making enor­ 
mous donations to individuals for no con­ 
sideration. 
John Roach and his friends 
have been activo heretofore in opposing 
any intelligent legislation upon the navi­ 
gation laws, and it is therefore poetical 
justice that they should be baffied in their 
turn.

FOR THE MAINTENANCE OF TEE BILL. 


The advocates of stopping ht draulic 
mining do not pause to consider all the con­ 
sequences of such a step. 
I t is not, for 
in-tance, sufficiently considered that the 
hydraulic miners store and hold in reserve 
au immense volume of water, which if not 
held hack in this way would add greatly to 
the destructive force of the w inter floods. 
The following extract from the report of 
Captain Eads is interesting in this connec­ 
tion : 
“ Last year about eight hundred 
“ ami forty-seven square miles of the valley 
“ were covered w ith 
flood-water. 
The 
“ amount of water reservoired and used 
“ during the same year, according to Mr. 
“ Hall, was about one billion three hun- 
“ dreu and fifty million cubic yards, or 
“ enouyh to hare corered une-half o f the 
" surface orer/iotrrd three feet deep. 
In 
“ the present condition of the Feather and 
*' Sacramento it would not be desirable to 
“ have this additional quantity added to 
“ the annual floods.” 
In this opinion the 
public will doubtless sgree. 
But it is evi­ 
dent that if the hydraulic mines were 
«losed it would no longer be possible to 
store up this vast quantity of w ater in the 
mountains, and that it would consequently 
be added to the annual floods. 
W hat 
effect does anyone suppose would have fol­ 
lowed the addition to the last flood of an 
amount of water capable of railing the flood 
surface a foot and a half over an area of 
847 square miles ? Y et this is one of the 
chances we are just now beiog invited to 
take. 


THE REFUNDING 
BILL. 


The indications are plain th at the Sen­ 
ate will amend the House refunding bill in 
a radical way. 
Senator Bayard has led 
the attack on the three percent, proposition, 
and there can be no doubt th at he repre­ 
sents the weight of intelligence in the Sen­ 
ate. 
The proposition to make the bonds 
three and a half per cent, ones will evi­ 
dently be adopted, and when it goes back 
to the House th at body will probably re­ 
cede from its position and accept the 
amendments. 
The statem ent by one Sen­ 
ator that a three per cent, bond would be 
snapped up greedily was no doubt one of 
those mysterious inward revelations which 
sometimes usurp the place of hard and 
demonstrable fact with persons of vivid 
imagination. 
So far as any evidence ex­ 
ta n t goes, it m ust be concluded that it 
would be impossible to float a three per 
cent, bond at all. 
A t least th at is the 
judgm ent of the only men who possess a 
competent knowledge of financial possibili­ 
ties and conditions. 


The statem ent th at there is a great 
mass of mining debris in the mountains, 
and th at it has not yet been washed down 
into the valleys, rests upon the actual ob­ 
servations of the engineers. 
The counter 
assertion of Mr. Cadwalader’s committee, 
th at all this mass of debris has been 
washed down and disposed of by the late 
flood, rests upon no ascertained 
facts 
whatever. It is, so far as can be perceived, 
neither more nor less than the imagination 
of the framer of the address, and in the ab­ 
sence of any proof of it such a statem ent 
ought to be refused credence. 
Mr. Cad­ 
walader’s committee say they have evidence 
that if hydraulic mining were stopped, 
“ the waters of our mountain streams 
“ would immediately regain and maintain 
“ their original purity.” 
It is, we think, 
sufficient apparent th at no evidence in 
support of this assertion is in existence. 
In the first place, no evidence but scientific 
evidence is of any value whatever on such 
a point. 
In the second 
place, it is 
notorious that no engineering observations 
of the late flood have been taken, because 
of the exhaustion of the disposable funds. 
But the whole case of Mr. Cadwalader’s 
om m ittee hirges upon this. 
They are 
under imperative obligations to prove what 
they say in this regard, for if they leave it 
in aDy doubt their whole proposition be­ 
comes of secondary importance. 
It would 
he madness to trust everything to the 
stoppage of hydraulic mining unless we 
had complete assurance th at such a meas­ 
ure would at once restore our rivers to 
their original purity. 
And 
the public 
must he reminded th at no irresponsible or 
unscientific or mere “ common-sense ” as­ 
surance on this point can possess any value. 
The committee must bring forward scien­ 
tific proof that ail the debris has been 
washed out of the mountains, or it will 
have failed to maintain the position it has 
assumed. 
In snch a case it is impossible 
to accept any demonstration less com­ 
plete than this, for we are in a strait which 
affords room for no false steps, and we 
cannot, on pain of ruin, allow ourselves to 
be misled by confident assertions which 
have no basis in fact. 
W hat we all want 
is to protect Sacramento and the Sacra­ 
mento valley, and the only way to make 
sure of that is to insist on having the cor­ 
rectness of every new position demon­ 
strated before we consent to move another 
step. 
So far scientific observation flatly 
contradicts Mr. Cadwalader’s committee, 
and the onus of proof is all upon that 
body.

THE 
DAY’S 
WORK 
BILL. 


The Assembly made a mistake in passing 
the bill providing th at all work upon pub­ 
lic buildings should be done by the day 
and notTiy contract.

economical way, but th at it shall be done 
in the most costly way. 
As to the pre­

is simply nonsense as applied to public 
buildings. 
Such a bill as this opens the 
door wide to political corruption. It places, 
the public treasury at the disposal of the 
most unscrupulous demagogues.

vides the means whereby such men can 
make for themselves great followings.

the Government of the United States, with the 
fronknt’ss which is due all o‘h« r people* and trovc-ru- 
ments, hereby asserts that it a ill insist that its con­ 
sent is a necessary condition precedent to the execu­ 
tion of any such project, and also as to the rules 
and regulations under which other nations shall par­ 
ticipate in the use of such a canal or other ways, 
eit’.er in peace or 111 war. 
This was tabled temjiorarily, and was ordered to 
be priutfcd. 
Allison reported the 
fortification bill with the 
amendments. Placed 011 calendar. 
It was resolved to hold night sessions after to-day 
to consider the calendar, with a limited debate. 
Afier considering the calendar the Seuate took up 
the funding hill. 
Morrill favored it. 
After considerable dull debate, Bayard said he 
would press the bill to a conclusion to morrow. 
Adjourned. 


H ouse. 
Washington, February 10th. —The House met at 
10 A. M. 
The Postnffiee appropriation bill was referred, 
a d the House went into a committee on the river 
and harbor bill. All amendments increasing the 
appropriations for Chicago were rejected. 
Updegraff offered an amendment striking out the 
appropriation of -**25,000 for the Monongehela riv er. 
It was rejected. Also, Fort’s amendment allowing 
the Government to regulate the tolls over that river 
Also, Cox’s amendment that 110 part of that appro­ 
priation should be spent until the Secretary was 
satisfied that tolls are not exacted by priv.te corpo­ 
rations. 
On motion of New, an amendment was adopted 
providing that $50,0C0 of the money appropriated 
for the improvement of the Ohio river may oe ex­ 
pended 011 the Indiana chute. 
King offered an amendment providing that the 
work of removing snags 9hall be prosecuted during 
the low-water season, between July and December. 
This proposition was objected to* by Updegraff of 
Iowa, on the ground that in the Arkansas river, at 
least, the snag boat3 could only get up during high 
water. 
The amendment was adopted, being so modified 
as to leave it to the discretion of the engineers when 
the work should be done. 
Many amendments were rejected. 
The appropriation fo r th e im p ro v e m e n t o f the 
Mississippi having been read, Marsh raised a point 
of o rd e r against the clause, and p ro ce e d e d to s p e a k 
u p o n it amid a great d eal of confuE ion.

Morton wiil he assigned to the Treasury De­ 
partment, and Senator Allison to the Interior 
Depaitment, with some Pennsylvanian as 
Postmaster-General. 
Senator Logan has returned from Mentor, 
He is reticent as to what he learned there, 
but he seems to be in rather exuberant spirits’ 
Senator Hertford will to-morrow introduce 
a bill to provide that all the money due L> 
the Government from the Pacific Railroads 
shall, as fast as paid, be distributed to the 
various States and Territories in proportion 
to their population anil be applied by each 
to purposes of general education, without re­ 
gard to race or color. 
_ The existing vacancies in the army retired 
list will not be filled by President Hayes, but 
are to be left for President Garfield to try his 
hand. 
A brief executive session was held by the 
Senate at a late hour this afternoon, and was 
consumed in confirming a number of unob­ 
jected nominations, and the Chinese treaties 
were not reached. Their friends, however, 
do not as yet apprehend any serious danger 
of their going over to the called session with­ 
out action. 
Representatives Berry, Pacheco and Page 
made spirited efforts to-day to obtain in­ 
creased appropriations respectively for the 
Wilmington and Humboldt harbors and the 
San Joaquin river, but their amendment» 
were voted down in pursuance of a deter­ 
mination of the majurity of the House to 
pass the River and Harbor bill just as it 
came from the committee, or at least with­ 
out increasing the large aggregate amount. 
Tlie Apportionm ent H ill. 
Chicago, February 16th. — The Inter­ 
Ocean's Washington.correspondent says : The 
Apportionment bill will probably pass, with 
the number of Representatives fixed at 307. 
The House is strongly disposed to this num­ 
ber, and the committee will not, it is be­ 
lieved, oppose the House when the hill comes 
up again for discussion. 
At 307, California,

A T A MEETING OF THE 
ANTI-DEBRIS 
Association of Sacramento Valiev, held at 
Yuba City, SATURDAY, February 12, 1881, the 
following resolutions and memorial were unani­ 
mously adopted : 
P rea m b le and R e so lu tio n s. 


Whereas, The best agricultural lands of the 
Sacramento valley are in constant danger of being 
inundated during the rainy season by reason of the 
heavy rainfall and melting of snow in the moun­ 
tains*, in which the Sacramento river and its tribu­ 
taries have their source; and 
Whereas, Numerous and extensive mining com­ 
panies are, by a system known as hydraulic 
mining, discharging their debris into the waters of 
the Sacramento, Feather, Yuba, Bear and American 
rivers and their tributaries, in consequence of which 
the waters of said streams have become submerged 
with gravel, sand and mud, which gravel, sand and 
mudare, during our annual floods, washed into the 
valley, filling and obliterating the river channels, 
acd spreading over oar most valuable bottom lands, 
so that already thousands of acres oí the most 
valuahk *• d productive lands in the world, with tl e 
improv.im.nis thereon, have beeu converted into 
barren want» s, and thousands of acres of growing 
g r in rotten and destroyed; all our real estate 
incalculably depreciated in value ; scores of families 
are in consequence of this species of mining driven 
from comfortable homes, .and iu many instances 
beggared ; compelled to make a livelihood as b¿fct 
they cm or starve ; and 
WiiKRBAS, The same fate awaits all the residents 
of the sacramento valley in the near future, unless 
proper and efficient legislation is had to preve nt lhi3 
great wrong : aud 
Whereas, The scheme heretofore adopted under 
the “ Drainage Act" is, we verily believe, whollj 
inadequate to meet the exigen y uf our case, so long 
as hydraulic mining is continued ; therefore be it 
Resoh ed, That the Legislature of tho State of 
California, now in session, be urged to pass su h 
enactments as sh til compel the immediate cessation 
of hydraulic mining, until such time as the owners 
of iaid hydraulic mines stall devise wajs and means 
bv which the debris from such mines shall be 
effectually restrained and prevented irom entering 
the river channels cf this btate, or the tributaries 
thereof. 
Resolved, That the Joint Senator from Yuba and 
Sutter counties, together with the members of tue 
Assembly from said counties, be instructed, and they 
hereby instructed and urged to use every endeavor 
to i ecu re the legisla*, ion asked for in Resolution 
First.

To the Honorable Ssnate and Assembly of the St ite 
•if California : 
Gentlemen—We, your petitioners, residents of the 
Sacramento valley and members of the “Anti-Debris 
Association of the Sacrament»» Valley," beg most re­ 
spectfully to represent to your honorable bodies the 
very urgent necessity of prompt action to arrest the 
further and impending destruction of the Sacra­ 
mento valley by debris washed into the streams and 
rivers from hydraulic mines. 
The so-called ** Drainage Act," or other lclief, is 
necessary in any event toTectify and assibt the river 
channels v hicii have been gorged with debris. 
But, 
in our opinion, should hydraulic mining continue as 
at present conducted, this valley will very si* *n be­ 
come an uninhabitable desert, in spite of State aid. 
The events of the past few weeks point out this de­ 
struction more clearly than ever before. 
We therefore most respectfully, but earnestly, ap­ 
peal to you, gentlemen, to regulate by statute the 
class of mining known as hydraulic, so as to prohibit 
them from depositing *»ny more tailings into our 
rivers or tributaries. 
Nothing less will or caD inspire hope or confidence 
in the minds of our peoj le, s<> necessary to encour­ 
age them to go ahead and seek to iepair the damage 
to our homes and property caused by the recent 
floo Is. The choked condition of our rivers makes it 
impossible for them to carry ordinary Hoods, not­ 
withstanding our levees have been built higher than 
ever. But. when these extraordinary floods occur we 
arc completely engulfed, not only with water, but 
mud and sand 
Gradually, but surely, we become ie«s able finan­ 
cially to cope with the increasing sand and debris, 
until our situation lias become desperate in the ex­ 
treme. 
Without the aid we seek, we feel that our 
ruin will soon be accomplished, and then will follow 
the total ruin of the whole valley, its rivers, towns 
and cities, and last, but not least, the harb ir u»f Kan 
Francisco. 
When we contemplate the enormous de­ 
struction caused by this mining within the past few 
years, we feel tha 'we would be recreant in the duty 
we owe to ourselves, the State and posterity, did we 
not seek a remedy for the future, and that remedy 
can only he found, in our judgment, by preventing 
any more tailings being washed or deposited into 
the streams. We do not concede the right to any 
industry the exclusive use <>f the streams, especially 
when such use is so destructive. 
But litigation is 
slow*, tedious and very costly, which expense we 
should not be forced to endure. You have it in your 
power to regulate this whole matter, and before the 
adjournment of this session toso protect the streams 
and guard the great int.-rests of the Ktate, that a 
new era of prosperity and improvement will at once 
open to the vision of our people, and the same en­ 
ergy and determination wnieh has characterized 
Californians in the past, will be infused with new- 
life and power i’i the future. And such steps will 
at once be taken as will protect our great interests, 
and save this invaluable Sacramento vallev t > pos­ 
terity. Should the steps so important to be taken 
at once be evaded by you, or left ft r your success­ 
ors, the two intervening years will witness the !< 
of millions of property, and enfeeble if n t destroy 
our powers of protection. 
We would therefore respectfully, but earnestly, 
urge yon to so regulate the mining industries, but 
dsve.op in harmony with them, «and unitedly build 
a great and prosperous people. To this end your 
memorialists will ever pray.

Sacramento has good wishes for the success of, and 
ass^tance to extend t•», all the 8i>ecics of mining 
save that practiced by the hydraulic process. 
Had the hydraulic mining companies observed the 
golden rule, or had they resj»ected the law of all 
civilized communities, the present unhappy conflict 
would have beeu avoided. 
As it is, she cannot wait longer or trust to others 
for protection. 
Delay means simply a greater area 
of devastated country, a lesser power of resistance 
on the part «>f *>ur community. 
Further forbear­ 
ance with an evil of *uch magnitude, whether from 
trade or other considerations, would be a blunder 
and a crime. 
The committee* think that to our unexampled 
spirit of toleration, not to say cowardice, may he 
attributed many of the troubles which, in manifold 
form, afflict this community. 
Sufficient testimony is in the jxisbession of the 
committee to show that, were hydraulic mining to 
cease, the waters of our mountain streams would 
immediately regain and maintain, to the delight of 
both man and beast, their original purity. And 
the committee are satisfied that no assertion pos­ 
sesses less truth than that the mountain canyons ar - 
full of tailings which will yet come down and cover 
the valley, though hydraulic mining were to im­ 
mediately cease. 
It should be apparent to all that 
w hat the huge seething volume of water of the last 
fortnight failed to move out of the beds of the 
mountain streams and into the valleys below, would 
not be moved from place by lesstr flood-waters yet 
to cone; and common sense fails if it docs not 
show that the beds and banks of our mountain 
st eau s are now cleared of mining rubbish to ai 
extent that makes further abrasion of them prac­ 
tically impossible. 
I et us prevent the liydrauli 
miners from again refilling the river channels. 
Information in the possession of the committee 
indicates a remorseless swelling of the volume of the 
debris committed 
the care of the mountain tor­ 
rents, and which, sooner or later, must find a rest­ 
ing-place iu this valley, and it would seem a conclu­ 
sion as serious as it is certain, that no river system 
in the world, without choking, overflowing and ren­ 
dering their adjacent country uninhabitable, con’d 
carry* the millions of cubic yards ot solid matter 
which the hydraulic miners deposit in the channels 
of the American, Bear, Yuba and Feather river?. 
So often has it been shown that hydraulic mining 
is practiced without profit, that an insignificant 
number of persons is engaged in it, that the wild­ 
cat speculator uses it ns a means to delude unwary 
f ireigtiers and inhabitants of "ther Stati s, that now, 
instead of numbering amorg the industries of States, 
out of which prosperity issue*, it is high in rank 
among the forces which spread devastation and ruin 
In the opiniou of the committee the time for ac­ 
tion has arrived and measures for relief should be 
immediatel}* taken by a prac ically unanimous and 
resolved community, determined to n.akeall consid 
erations sink before that involving the existence of 
the Capital of California.

The Capitol dome was lighted, and di­ 
rectly beneath the strong rays thrown down­ 
ward into the rotunda were three of the sup­ 
per tables.

Toward the close, so many guests were 
permitted by the guards to pass the stairways 
leading to the gupper-tables that the passage­ 
ways became crowded, and the waiters were 
unable to clear and reset the tables, as had 
been planned. 
This occasioned some contu­ 
sion. and not a few guests failed to find a 
well-dressed table. Exam ination of the stoje- 
ro mis showed anam ple supply of food and that 
the inconvenience noted was due wholly to 
the inability to clear, relay and serve the 
tables in the midst of so great a crowd. 
However, the caterer was more chagrined 
than any one else, his pride being touched at 
the confusion into which his tables fe ll; but 
the guests took the m atter good-naturedly 
and with humor, and took the food without 
much regard to.the broken sym m etry of the 
table-dressing. 
THE EVENING. 
The evening was marked not only by the 
dancing in the two halls, and by the dis­ 
cussion of the dishes at the tables, but by 
promenades through the long halls of the 
building and visits to the various State de­ 
partments. 
To enable guests to enjoy the 
largest permissible 
liberty, the

rooms of the State Library were thrown 
open, and these were the whole night visited 
by large numbers of people, all of whom were 
warm in their expressions of admiration for 
the elegant apartments.

INSANITY 
DODGE. 


Some’ tim e sit.ee a man named Nelson was 
arrested <’.n this city by officer Jackson for 
burglary, he having entered and robbed the 
house of under Sheriff J. T. A shley, at A u­ 
burn, of a large amo « f t of valuables. These 
wer^ m ostly found upo.’1 him at the time of 
hia^arrest. 
M r. Jackson was a witness at 
the trial, which has just taken place at A u ­ 
burn. 
The attorney for d fendsLut took up 
the insanity dodge as the only .available line 
of defense, and even this proved unavailing 
The question of his sanity was first taken up 
and tried as a separate m atter from the crime. 
Several witnesses were examined as to his 
actions, pointing to insanity while iu jail. lie 
was aLo exam ined by a board of physicians, 
who pronounced him sane, and he was so 
found and declared by the Court. 
H e was 
theu tried upon the charge of burglary, and 
a verdict of guilty was rendered w ithout the 
jury leaving the box. 
_ 
During the trial of the issue of insanity an 
incident occurred which seriously interfered 
w ith the composure of the attorney for de­ 
fer ss and also the gravity of the Court. 
An 
Irishman who had been an inmate of the 
jail, and was now a trusty, was called to the 
stand by defendant’s counsel to prove the 
mysterious and iusane conduct of ilia client 
while in 
confinement. 
The 
preliminary 
questions having been concluded, he asked 
tne witness if he had seen the defendant act 
strangely, and he replied that he had. 
“ H ow did he a ct!” queried the elated 
counsel. 
_ 
“ W ell, he would get up at the jail window 
and look out and say, ‘ Oil, there’s Alount 
D iablo. 
If I had my horse here I would ride 
up and down it ;’ and then he would dance 
wild, ye know, and sing to us and make lots 
of such fun.” 
“ Did he act crazy ?” 
“ Y es, he did that, yer H onor.” 
_ 
“ W heu did you first notice this in him ?” 
“ Oh, by the powers, about tin days ago ; 
I cau’t say just whin, but you can t e ll; it 
was im m ediately afther you talked to him 
through the bars of his cell. 
I niver seen it 
till then.” 
This bombshell, accompanied by a general 
burst of laughter from the large audience 
present, made 
the 
atmosphere extrem ely 
m uggy for the attorney, and a flow of persplra- 
ti. n began to make its appearance. 
A fter 
cautiously propounding a few other questions, 
he asked the w itness if the defendant had 
continued to exhibit these strange actions, 
and was replied to that he had, and had 
grown worse. 
“ Grown worse, has he?” asked counsel; 
“ when did you notice the increased peculiar­ 
ities and insane actions ?” 
“ I very toim afther you had bin to see him, 
surr.' 
The storm of laughter w hich followed this 
answer nearly annihilated the counsel, and 
he would gladly have dismissed the witness, 
or got rid of him in any other manner, but 
the situation afforded him no such avenue of 
relief, and after administering a vehement 
reprimand to the witness for his impertinence 
and “ trying to b e too sm art,” matters finally 
settled down to business again, and he asked 
the further question : 
“ W ell, when you saw him act so strangely 
you believed he was insane, didn’t you?” 
“A divil of a bit of it did I. 
1 knew he 
was a m ákin’ of it all the toirne, and that you 
was putting him up to it, you was. 
I knew 
he wasn’t crazy thin, only to kape from San 
Q uentin, and by me sowl he isn’t now .” 
A t 
this point the entire audience and bar joined 
in the wildest scene of uproarous laughter, 
accompanied by the clapping of hands and 
stam ping of feet, which for a tim e the Court 
apparently regarded too appropriate to re­ 
strain. 
A fter order had at length again been 
restored, the counsel slowly arose, as if emerg­ 
ing from a bed of sickness, and remarked that 
he believed he didn’t want anything further 
of the witness. _____ _______

Cold W eath er—C hinese 
L epers- M eeting 
o f lY arelion sem en - R ailroad W ork — 
S u rp lus W heat -F u n era l. 
PORTLAND, February 16th.—The weather 
is cold and clear here. 
It froze hard last 
night. 
U p the Columbia the weather is re­ 
ported very cold. 
Tnere is 
considerable 
snow on the ground, and the indications of 
another freeze up are favorable. 
The Grand Jury of the State Circuit Court, 
in their report, made reference to the exist­ 
ence in this county of leprosy, and of the 
keeping of five Chinese lepers on the poor 
farm. They condemned the manner in which 
these unfortunate pereous are kept, and rec­ 
ommended their removal from the State, call­ 
ing, at the saíne time, the attention of the 
County Judge and Commissioners to the 
matter. 
The proper authorities propose to 
take action. 
As soon as some vessel sails 
from this port direct for a Chinese port, 
passage for these lepers will be procured, and 
they will be sent back to the Flowery land. 
A meeting has been held here of ware­ 
housemen of the Willamette and Umpqua 
valleys, to discuss the wheat question and for 
co-operation in whatever course is deemed 
best to pursue in the matter of holding grain. 
Twenty-eight warehouses were represented, 
and twenty-three letters from warehousemen 
were received, promising co-operarioa in the 
movement. 
A number of committees were 
appointed to arrange for a meeting to be held 
in Salem, March 21. 
. 
The Oregon Railway and Navigation Lim- 
pany will commence work on the tunnels be­ 
tween The Dalles and Cascades within a 
month. They are directly on the river bank, 
and work will be directed from large scows 
now in course of construction. 
Part of the 
machinery ordered in San 1' rancisco has 
already been received here, and<fie remain­ 
der is expected by MarCh 1st, 
In order to 
facilitate matters and have the tunnels com­ 
pleted during the coming summer beyond 
peradventure, the company has purchased 
Blectric lights, and with two shifts of labor­ 
ers will push the work night and day. 
Com­ 
plete double sets of in'chin ery having been 
secured, tunnels will be bored simultaneously 
from both ends, the two gangs meeting in the 
center. 
Barring accidents and unlooked-for 
ielays, the tunnel work will be completed 
within four months trom the date of com- 
uencemeut.

It is estimated on the best obtainable 
inthority, that the total amount of surplus
